1. ko troops were detrained at the Szeced (Y 7/T 17) railroad station 


2. Four or five lunzarian troop shipments arrived at the Kiskunfeleryhaza 
(¥ 7/0 03) and Kistelek (Y 7/0 15) railroad stations every night fron 
to 10 July 1950. The empty trains then went to Szeged. According 
to escort personnel of the expty trains sbhe shipments originated frev 
the area west of the Danube River, beyond Budapest, The railroad cars 
had inscriptions like "Hurrah, the sun-er maneuvers" and "Long Live the 
U.S.5.2, A cheer for Stalin", etc. An energency rato was built to 
detrain troops at the Kistelek railroad stabion. Observations made on 
the Szegedin-Horzos (Y 7/T 06) railroad line to the Yuncarian~Yugoslav 
vorder. showed that wire entanglements had been estalilished on the Hungarian 
side.
